Torest. fires," said 
Mr. Elhvoo'd Wilson of the Laiiienllde 
I'ulp and Paper Compuny In the, coiitsm 
of an address del lye red beroro the 
Montreal Branch of the Society of 
Chemical Industry Inst night In the 
Lecture theatre, of the Chemistry 
Mining Building. Tho meeting of tho 
society which was open to the publie 
wns attended by a largo number of 
deuce students and others connected 
with the University. Besides Mr. 
Wlson, the gathering was addressed 
by Mr. Robs on Black, of the Canadian 
Forestry Association, Ottawa, and by 
Professor Ilosmor, of tho Dept. of 
Forestry, Cornell University, while 
.Mr. M. J. Vennca of the Northern 
Electric Co., which broadcasted the 
addresses, described the value of port- 
able radio In combatting the menace 
of forest flron. 

In his opening remarks, Mr. Wilson 
stressed tho fundamental Importance 
of forestry among Canadian indus- 
tries of to-day and to-motfro-w. 
"Agriculture, while perhaps being the 
basic of Industry', is to a large ex- 
tent dependent upon the products of 
our forests, and upon the labour which 
they provide for a large part of our 
agricultural population during the 
winter months," said tho speaker. 

"To keep colonists and Immigrants 
which are so vitally needed, ia the

country, our foresfproducts and the 
employment which their manufacture 
afforded nfust be conserved. To per- 
petuate the. great pulp and paper in- 
dustry our forest reserves must bo 
maintained intact. The greatest 
enemy of the forest is fire, and about 
ninety per cent of the forest fires' are 
caused toy human agencji. They are 
due to carelessness, and they arc pre- 
ventable." These were a few of the 
facta which Mr. Wilson drove for- 
clldy homo to his hearws. Tho best 
method, in his opinion, to combat the 
fire, was lo provottt It by educating 
the public tip to a proper apprecia- 
tion of the vatuc , of Cauada> forests, 
and to enforce uhon them the need of 
rare. Tho moans of preventing fire 
wastage Is dlre.otly in the hands of 
the people, and public opinion can 
force the politicians to take adequute

In the cinema dramatization, Ger- 
trude Atherloii's novel has not been 
much altered. Home people may rail 
i his a fauli but the majority will 
rightly dlstigrco with them. The pi- 
quancy of Loo Covering's arrivai al 
the Woman's house as Iho elderly 
spinster Is leaving and similar touches 
shows chver and well-placed study. 

The story Is briefly this. Mary 
Og'lcn, a youthful leader In New York 
H'oolnly married tin Austrian', 
COtltil Zattlany. Having lost soon 
all a.ffrintlon for her husband she lived 
apart from him and busied herself In 
Ifiltl-opei'in Court Intrigues. Though all 
men worn Interested In her she csrod 
for none until she met an Austrian 
prince. Bui Crim e llolienliauor , for 
diplomatic reasons had to marry an- 
other. Then caino (lie war which left 
the Countess a. frail old lady with a 
deslro lo rebuild Austria. To enable 
her to do this, she underwent treat- 
ment to restore her youth. Going 
back lo arrange her affairs In America, 
her beauty created a sensation among 
the fashionable clrolos. Leo Claverlng, 
a. drama lie critic a nd playwright, was 
very Interested In her and In his a ttach- 
ment Tor her centres the Interest of 
Iho story. In tho play there Is a. sub*, 
action of Impossible flappers who do 
Improbable things. 

Corinne Griffith takes the leading 
part and ts supported by Conway 
Tearlo and several others. Miss Grif- 
fith gives an original rendition of the 
woman torn between counter emotions 
and the actions with which she ex- 
presses theso emotions are convincing 
and only once does she make a stereo 
typed gesture. One cannot say as 
much for Conway Tearle. The sup- 
porting cast Is quite large and Is un- 
usually sood. The mob scene at the 
dockyard Is well handled and Is put 
on realistically. In fact the verisimi- 
litude of this mob scene compares most 
favorably with that of some of the 
pictures of which the mob-scenes are 
the feature. 

Tho only criticism which can he 
made Is that the- ending does not give 
the desired effeçt. :One realizes that 
the Woman should go back and marry 
the Austrian Prince. For if she had 
married the playn-ru/ht she would' 
have been but a female and the pur- 
pose of her regeneration would have 
been defeated. And the obvious choice 
for any woman with tho viewpoint of 
a sixty-five year-old, which ts after 
all a very sane viewpoint .is .a leading 
statesman and not an unknown play- 
wright. But this is less a criticism 
than a justification and the key-note 
of "Black Oxen" is this half-comic- 
tragedy of things aa they are.

(t'onttnnexl from |V».g«> 1> 
measures for the piwentlon and com- 
batting of bush fires. Thè speaker 
appealed to his audience to use their 
.personal influence in this good cause 
tipwv ''ïhosc in power -ami atithority, 
nnfl 'Tiaint-od n dreary picture of the 
vaste and 'desolation of a forest, fire, 
which destroys the young- growth, 
makes desolate a countryside, and 
ruins the fertility of the soll.e The 
chief things needed, he stated, were 
n wider and more, intensive publicity, 
a body of trained and competent fire 
fighters, -avid adequate cupttm to SÛfi"- 
plyJ thi.i requ-isitc. oquipm«nt-look-otu 
towers, aeroplanes, telephones, and 
radio. 

"We ha\-e received our forest héri- 
tage." concluded Mr. Wilson, "and we 
must hand it lo our children, not les- 
sened but increased. " 

Mr. Robson Black spoke of the 
economic. Joss, that .forest fires entail. 
"Trees .are. -trade,': he .said, ."And- wood 
is the raw material not only of paper 
but of pay cheques. But. we have six 
thousand forest fires a year: with 
these. beacon lights of Canadian pro- 
digality we put a. torch to Canadian 
piosperity and livelihood. Every con- 
flagration must be- paid for in forfeit- 
ed industries, dwindling public reven- 
ues, and diminishing population." ... 

In an account of the publicity and 
educational work of the Canadian 
Forestry Association, - Mr. - .Black ; told, 
of childrenj of " thirteen on the bare 
plaint of the west who had never seen 
a tree, and to whom the gospel of 
ree-planflng was being preached. 
A secure forest is Canada's best in- 
dustrial investment," s&jd the speaker, 
ad forestry it not so much a. pro- 
fission, as a national cause." . 

" Pt ôTcssor~JÎo.sner of Cornell de- 
fined the purpose of forestry as the 
production of a sustained yield of wood, 
and stated thai it is an art born of 
necessity, which aims at the perpetua- 
tion of ihc forest through wise use.
